Closing I he courts lo 
the public would do 
nothing lo eradicate this 
fainl in human nature. 

We must get lo the 
source nf things by looking 
to the flatcs in our education, 
the frustration* of our 
civilisation, the poverty of 
our spiritual and cultural 
lift. 

If we could cure these 
desperate ills no one 
would make a circus out 
of a murder trial. In 
fact. I here would be no 
murders!

Having bought a beautiful camellia, gardenia, 
daphne, palm or other plant la a colored pot that 
blends with the Test of its surroundings, select a suit" 
able place for It. , 

Camellias don't always appreciate full sunlight, 
therefore they should be Disced where they are Uased 
by the morning rays but protected Irom Its fierci! em- 
braces during the sumtnrt afternoons. 

Traffic requirements should al!>o be considered, for 
a nig flower-pot placed nut In the middle <or near 
lt» of a footpath can be Just as dangerous to visitors 
as any footpad. 

Place your pots and plants when they uv most 
effective without proving ft menace to life and limb, 
always cnosidexlng, of course, their welfare as well 
as your own, 

Almont all the evrrgreerui do well In pott and tuba, 
and many deciduous types, too. Palms grow quickly, 
but the dainty little POoenli rocbvllnl Is a laggard, 
and takes years to grow up 

Some of the dwarf types of conifers and mast of 
the buads can be grown In large pots and tubs, and, 
as they are mostly slow growers, provide beauty and 
restful greenness (or many years. 

In this class the handsome cryptomerla Japonic^ 
and Its offslner, the Japanese plumy cedar, are both 
useful as well as ornamental. 

Junipers, too, are slow growers and very beautiful,
